Coughlin ex pects it to be.

Gooch dropped through the trap 
at 5:07 a. m., and was declared 
dead about 15 minutes later. Until 
the last he hoped for executiv e 
clemency. 
Escaping Arrest 
Gooch was conv icted of kidnapp­ 
ing R. N. Baker and H. P. Marks 
in Paris, Tex., in order to escape 
arrest. 
The men were released 
at Snow, Okla., unharmed except 
for a cut Baker suffered when he 
fell against a plate glass in a 
scuffle with Gooch and Ambrose 
Nix, who was slain by officers 
at Okemah when Gooch was cap 
tured. 
Gooch showed no emotion as he 
mounted the steps of the 18-foot 
gallows. 
He told U. S. Deputy 
Marshall George Hall he had no 
statement to make. 
Doctors waited sev eral minutes 
after examining the body before 
they pronounced Gooch officially 
dead. 
A crowd of approximately 300, 
including prison and state offi 
rials, watched him die. 
Rich 
Owen, prison executioneer, who 
has sent 58 men to death, tripped 
the drop. 
Gooch’s final hope for clemency 
did not fail until last night when 
President Roosev elt denied an ap­ 
peal for a pardon.

Doctor 
Joslin m aintains tha t a diab etic pa­ 
tient should learn to examine his 
own m ine, and then examine the 
urine of everyone in the family, in 
this way catching a num b er of early 
cases. 
Doctor Joslin has records of 
41 identical twins, b oth of whom de­ 
veloped diab etes. 
Very striking were the statistics 
which showed the difference b etw'cen 
the death rate in diab etic physicians 
and diab etic laymen. 
It m ust b e as­ 
sumed 
tha t 
the 
physician 
would 
know more ab out the disease and 
could prob ab ly treat himself more 
intelligently, arid this was certainly 
reflected 
in 
the 
statist!-s 
which 
showed tha t physician« managed to 
live and control their diab etes ?0 to 
20 times b etter than the pub lic af. 
large. 
This means, certainly, tha t 
the disease is amenab le, not to some 
startling and spectacular medication 
or other treatm en t, b ut to intelligent 
understanding of its nature, and in­ 
telligent application of the principles 
of treatm en t already estab lished. 
Certainly the conclusion Is inevit­ 
ab le tha t with wider knowledge on 
the part of the pub lic and the patient 
of the n a tu re of the disease, a b et­ 
ter control can b e a thing of reality.

at Okcrnah when Gooch was cap- 
tured. 


Gooch showed no emotion as he 


mounted the steps of the 18-foot 
Callows. 
He told U. S. Deputy 


Marshall George Hall he had no 
statement to make. 


Doctors waited several minutes 


after examining- the body before 
they pronounced Gooch officially 
dead. 


A crowd of approximately 300,

cent of the actual wiring costs on 
each homestead. They may be re- 
paid semi-annually, the due dates 
falling during those periods of the 
year when farm incomes are the 
highest. 


Morris L. Cooke, REA adminis- 


trator, said that this was the first 
venture into this type of electrifi- 
cation activity. He said that the 
wiring contracts would be let on 
a "mass basis." He believes that 
a great saving will result which 
will be passed on to the farmers 
using the electric service.
